We expected that Captain Waring 
would return to the city in a day or two, 
and were anxious that he should revise 
our report of his remarks before they 
were publisiied, As he has been detain- 
ed by serious illness in Charlotte during 
the whole weck, and as the Sentinel has 
published in full Mr. Turner’s speech, 
delivered on Saturday, we have con- 
cluded to give a synopsis of Captain 
Waring’s remarks which contains the 
substance of hisargument. We 4o not 
pretend to report the speech in full. It 
was a Calm, manly, pointed, unanswera- 
ble effort, which carried conviction to 
every reasonable man who had anj7 
doubts on the subject of the discussion, 
and was universally conceded to be a 
triumphant and overwhelming vindica- 
tion of his course on the subject of the 
State Printing. 

The following is our Reporter’s ac- 
count of Capt. Waring’s specch : 


The speaking was announced by 
flaming posters to occur at the Court- 
house at 1§ o’clock. We remained 
there till nearly 2, when a messenger 
came in and informed the audience there 
in waiting, all five of us, that the speak- 
ing would take place at the Public 
Square, immediately in the business 
centre of the town. Tothis point we 
made our way, where we found an au- 
dience numbering from 80 to 100 per- 
sons. 

Mr. Turner first addressed the audi- 
ence, his subject being, in accordance 
with the announcement on the posters, 
Public Printing, State and Railroad 
Rings. His remarks have been pub- 
lished in full in the Sentinel, 

Capt. Waring said there scemed to be 
a slight misunderstanding in regard to 
the origin of the meeting. He did not 
desire a discussion on the subject of 
Public Printing, nor did he expect to 
come before his constituency to answer 
at this time for his acts during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature. He said that 
in the course he had pursued in the 
General Assembly of North Carolina he 
feitasafree agent to act in behalf 
of the people of Mecklenburg, and he 
did not think that the Editor of the 
Sentinel had a right to point out to him 
what course he should pursue. When the 
Legislature was attacked he remained 
silent, but when personally attacked, 
through the columns of the Sentinel, he 
arose to a question of personal privilege 
on the floor of the Senate in reply to the 
threat of Mr. Turner, that he would 


annulled ard the Committee on Public 
Printing met again. Tuey met to get 
the work done. .There was ring 
init. The printing was then ordered 
to be put out tothe lowest bidder. 
While the contract was being made sev> 
eral bids came in from different quarters, 
The printing was given to John C. 
Syme, of the Sentinel office, and the 
report made to the Senate of what had 
been done. The Legislature refused to 
approve of the action. The contract was 
afterwards given to Hearne. I refused 
to have anything more to do with it. 
Then we had a caucus on Public Prin- 
ting and no price for printing was fixed. 
Loffered a bill in the Legislature to give 
Mr. Turner the printing. 

Afterwards, at his suggestion, a law 
was passed submitting the whole mat- 
ter of making a contract for the public 
printing to a Joint Committee, who 
were empowered, under the law, to exe- 
cute the contract on the part of the 
State. A contract was then made with 
Theodore N. Ramsay, of the Sentinel 
office, for Mr. Turner’s benefit, and re- 
mained in force until December, 1872. 
This was never submitted to the Legis- 
lature, and Mr. ‘Turner had no right to 
complain now of the very law under 
which the contract was made for his 
benefit. This act was ratified on the 
10th of February, 1872; under this act 
Mr. Turner reccived the contract ; under 
this act no action could be taken bv the 
Legislature unless the Committee viola- 
ted it; and under this act, re enacted and 
amended by the present Legislature, 
Stone & Uzzell were made State 
Printers. 


The matter was taken from the Leg 
islature and given toa Joint Committee 
to prevent endless discussion and strife, 
The Commitiee have to make the con- 
tract at a certain price fixed by law, and 
have to take a bond from the Contrac- 
tors. If the law has not been complied 
with, of course the Legislature have the 
right to have the contract annulled. If 
it has been complied with, the Legisla- 
ture cannot interfere. 

How can Mr. Turner object to this 
when hiscontract of last year was never 
submitted to the Legislature for action. 

The Legislature refused to confirm the 
contracts with Moore, Syme and Hearne 
before the law of Februray the 10th 
was passed, putting the matter exclu- 
sively in the hands of the Committee. 

In regard to the conspiracy to buy 
out or break down the Sentinel, he had 
nothing to do with that, as he did all 
he could, while a member of the Com. 
mittee on Printing in 1871-’72, for Mr. 
Turne1’s Lenefit. He was never at Capt. 
Jarvis’ room, and had nothing to do 
with any proposition looking to the 
purchase of the Sentinel. He knew that 
Gen. D. M. Barringer and Hon. A. 8. 
Merrimon wrote to Mr. Turner, asking 
if he would sell the Sentinel. 


their purpose, and they continued as 
bold and fearless as ever. He said 
since the establishment of the DaILy 
NEws in Raleigh, no paper had grown 
so rapidly, both as regards its reputation 
and extent of its circulation. 3 

He then referred to the service an 
reputation of Capt. S. T. Williams, the 
political editor, who,in 1868, was the 
Conservative-Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the Fourth District, and 
made a gallant fight in that forlorn 
cam paign against the notorious Deweese. 

He referred also to the war record of 
the Messrs, Stone and Uzzell, Proprie- 
tors of the NEws, who, for four years 
breasted the storm of war in defence of 
Southern Independence, and both of 
whom now bear on their persons honor- 
able scars received in battle. Has Mr. 
Turner done more ? 

Mr. Waring then referred to the 
charges made by Mr. Turner, that the 
Proprietors of the NEws were backed 
by conspirators to break down the 
“Sentinel.” Mr. Stone did offer to buy 
from Mr, Turner the “ Sentinel.” Mr. 
Turner refused to sell. The proposition 
was made by Mr. Turner to lease to 
Stone, after the News was established 
at Raleigh. 

After reviewing the several charges 
made against him, Mr. Waring said he 
did not come here to defend himself. 
His acts were not hid from his con- 
stituency. Ifthey disapproved of his 
course”’ here he was interrupted 
by Dr, C.J. Fox, who mounted the 
stand and said: “Fellow citizens: I 
have in my hand aresolution prepared 
by anumber of Senator Waring’s consti- 
tuents,which [ am requested to read and 
submit to you for adoption or rejection. 
He read as follows: ‘* Lesolved, We the 
citizens of Mecklenburg county, 
fully endorse the action of our Repre- 
sentative, R. P. Waring, in the matter 
of public printing.” 

The vote was taken, and every voice 
in the crowd responded, Aye. The 
negative was taken, and not a dissenting 
voice was heard. Col. Waring then left 
the stand amid the shouts und applause 
of his friends, and the crowd generally 
dispersed. Mr. T, asccnded the stand, 
and rejoined after the unanimous ap- 
proval of Senator Wariag’s course. A 
vote was proposed by him to those of 
the assemblage who remained about the 
stand, but the crowd refused to take 
any action, either of approval or disap- 
proval of his question.

Says the Wilmington Journal of the 
6thinst: From the Pee Dee Jerald 
we gain some particulars of the recent 
Gtsastrous fire in that town, in addition 
to those published by us on Tuesday.

The loss amounts to 
some $7,000, with probably insurance 
for about one-third of the amount, 
There were some few casualties, but 
none of a serious nature. 

Simmons, col- 
ored, was arrested for larceny and sus- 
picion of havisg set fire io the buil 
dings, but there was not proof sufiic:ent 
to convict him of the latter charge. 

Yhe New York papers give an xccount 
of asingular robbery in New York in 
the office of the Houston and Texas 
railroad, a few days ago, by which ratl- 
road liabilities to the amount of 340,- 
000 or $50,000 were lost. A genticman 
who held the bonds, laid them on a 
window sill, and stepped across the 
room to look ata map. His eyes were 
off, tor three or four minutes, in which 
time two strapgers came in, rapidly 
went out—and the liabilities as rapidiy 
(sappearing.

Remarks of Senator J. W. Todd, | 
of Ashe County, on the Cons 
stitutional Amendments, Delivered 
in the Senate of North Carolina, on 
the 6th of February, 1873. 

Mr. President: 

When this bill was called up belore 
the recess, and the Senators of my 
political party advocated it at that time, 
I voted aguinst putting it on its passage 
then, for the reason that several Repub- 
lican Senators had stated that they 
would not vote for it, then at all, and 
that they might, after the recess, and I 
believed then as Ido now, that the 
adoption of the amendmentsto the con- 
stitution will be the most important 
duty of this Legislature. I do not believe 
that this ought to be a party question. 
In my district it is not, for we have 
members irom that district of both 
parties, and they are unanimous for the 
amendments to the constitution. I 
know not what the feeling is, in other 
portions of theState, but I assume that 
it is the same for the reason that it has 
become a sort of politicaladage that 
as Ashe goes, so goes the State. 

When the question of altering the 
Constitution in 1870 was agitated, was 
for a Convention, not because that plan 
was my favorite, for I have ever been a 
Democrat,and opposed thejconventional 
mode ef amending the Constitution in 
1855, and preferred that it should be 
done by legislative enactment‘, then, for 
the reason that it was Democratic, now 
i am for the emendments any way. 

In 1855, I was not very sick, I could 
tlien afford to delay and select my own 
plysician, but now I am in a great 
hurry, and any physician that will bring 
relief I am ready to call, and any med- 
cine that will amend our Constitution I 
am anxious to take. 

It seems to me that there can be no 

valid objection to passing the bill asa 
whole, and then submitting the same by 
sections to the people, and I have made 
proposition after proposition to the op- 
ponents of this measure to let the bill 
pass the General Assembly, and submit 
the amendments to the people in any 
manner they might propose, and thereby 
let the people, the mighty sovereigns of 
this country, declare their will. 
I call upon you, Republican Senators, 
to answer if this is not fair, if this is 
not Republican? Ah! you cannot deny 
it. 


You say this is a Democratic measwe 
and you are therefore opposed to it, that 
the people have shown at the recent 
elections that your party is endorsed, 
that you have two, ten or twenty-five 
thousand majority in the State who en- 
dorse you, 

But with your boasted majority of 
209,000, you dare not come before the 
cople on the question now under dis- 
cussion. 

Do you thirk the people cannot de 
cide for themselves? I tell you they 
understand their wants better than we, 
and with 25,000 Republican majority 
staring us in the face, I throw down 
the gauntlet and stake the existence of 
iny party onthe decision of the people 
in favor of the amendments. 

I tell you that the people of this State 

will do to trust with their own Consti- 
tution in their hands, and they come 
and ask that they may be allowed to 
speak their will at the polls. 
The people have trusted you, can you 
not trust them? Their voices are ring- 
ing loud and jongin our ears, calling 
upon us to submit the whole matter in- 
to their hands and abide the result at 
the ballot-box. They have sent us here 
for that purpose, let us not disappoint 
them. Let us not deny their plea, 

That merey I to others show, 

Vhat mercy show to me.” 

{f IT was to speak here as a partisan 
and in the interest of the Conservative 
party alone, [ would urge that this be 
inade a party measure and have this bill 
defeated by the Republican party, for 
[tell you that the party that defeats 
this bili, as a party, will be scattered to 
the four winds, so far as my District is 
concerned. But Lhave the good of the 
country at heart, more than the success 
of any party, and I therefore call upon 
ull Senators, of all parties, to lay aside 
their party preferences and prejudices, 
ancl trust the people once. 

‘ihe people whomI have the honor 
to represent, without distinction of 
sarty, believe that the paramount duty 
of this General Assembly is to adopt 
the proposed amendments as a whole 
and leave the matter to them to strike 
out any parts that are distasteful to 
them, they look for this, and if they are) 
disappointed, their vengeance will fall 
upon the party that denies them this 
privilege, if their hopes are defeated by 
party. If these amendments are de- 
feated by individuals without regard to 
party, wo be the persons who shall dare 
to say thatthe people shall not be trus- 
ted. 

If this bill shall fail to pass because 
conservatives do not support it, I tell 
you the consequences will be severe on 
this General Assembly, that party will 
have fewer heads from Guilford and 
Reoekingham in this body than now. 
Yadkin and Surry will send their 
Cowles to some other market, Cleveland 
will keep her Miller at home, Buncombe 
will have no Merrimon here, and the far 
west will cease te Love this hall. 

The whole State is looking to us with 
anxious eyes and beating hearts, alter- 
nately filled with hope and fear. And 


Oh! wad seme power the giftie gi’e us, 

j'o see oursels as ithers see us, 

'Pwad from mony a blunder free us, 
An’ foolish netion.”’ 


And now let us come and reason to- 
eether, and each man and each party 
lay aside its favorite plans, and submit 
this whole matter to the people at the 
polls, and know they wili decide it 
right.

The Conunittee re- 
commend the passage of the bill, the 
veto notwithstanding’) The message 
asserts, as a general principie of both 
international and municipal law, that all 
property is held subject not only to be 
taken by the Government for public 
uses, [1n which case, under the Consti- 
tution of the United States, the owner 
is entitled to just compensation,] but 
also subject to be temporarily occupied, 
or even actually destroyed in times of 
great personal danger, and when the 
public safety demands it, and in this 
latter case governments do not admit a 
legal obligation on their part to com 
pensate the owner. The Committee, 
taking issue with the President, say 
they have not found any such general 
principle affirmed either in isternation- 
al or municipal law, but have found the 
very reverse to be affirmed by all law, 
both international ana municipal. They
